The day. for instance, when the gen- 
eral went to Adenkirke to be received 
hy the king of Relgium. The train 
arrived 10 minutes early, and while 
the general battled hie way into his 
heots and a fresh uniform the king 
waited en the station platform.

Distinct earthquake tremors today 
shook 13 or moi. towns and cities of 
southeastern . Louisiana, including 
New Orleans, but no damage of any 
consequence was reported. 

The only human injury reported 
resulting from the earth quiver oc- 
curred in Morgan City when worship- 
ers in the Catholic church scratched 


and bruised one another in a panicky 
rush trom the edifice. he congrega- 
tion began a hurried e from the 
church when they thought they saw 
the walls rock. Only a few were 
hurt and those only slightly. 

‘The earthquake occurred about 6:15 
a. m., literally shaking some residents 
of New ‘Orleans and surrounding re 
gions out of their beds. Thousands 
vt telephone calls poured into news- 
paper offices from persons feeling the 
shock and wishing information. 

Doubt existed as to whether two 
tremors occurred, or only one. Some 
narrators were positive that’ there 
were two shocks, about five miuutes 
apart. It was definite that the first 
tremble lasted a full 30 seconds. 

In Plaquemines, La., about 85 miles 
northwest of New Orleans, the quake 
was severe enough to shake the glass 
from street lights. 

No record of the vibrations was 
made at the Loyola University seis- 
mographical observatory, as the equip- 
meut was reported out of order. 

Professor J. Adair Lyon, bead of 
the physics department at Newcomb 
College, said that the gradual fading 
out of the vibrations in northerly, 
easterly and westerly ‘directions, prob- 
ably indicated that the phenomenon 
occurred beneat the floor ef the Gulf 
wl Mexico seyeral hundred miles from 


Toéday’s earthquake is the first ever 
felt in New Orleans, according to 
older inhabitants and no historical 
record has ever been found of any 
previous similar shock. 

The city’s scientific authorities 
were agreed that if any tremor at 
all were felt, it would represent a far 
more violent disturbance of eartb 
strata than apparent, because of the 
2.300-foot cushion of alluvial silt and 
damp soil beneath New Orleans and 
the surface of southeastern Louisiana. 

The area affected would accurately 


125 miles radius drawn westward, 
northward and south of New Orleans. 
The Mississippi gulf coast cities, in- 
cluding Biloxi and Gulfport, reported 
feeling no shock. 

Among the Louisiana cities 
towns affected were New 
Baton Rouge, Bogalusa, St. Francis- 
ville, Slidell, Lockport, Donaldson- 
ville, White Castle, Plaquemines, New 
Roads, New Iberia and Port Eads.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 19.— 
With the election only two weeks 
from Tuesday, the progressive accumu- 
lation of information from the widely- 
separated battlefield@ lays increasing 
emphasis on the size of republican 
losses.

Mr. Valentine .ad been in failing 
health for several months, but his 
death came unexpectedly. 

Born at Richmond on November 
12, 1838, a member of a family prom- 
inent in Virginia history, Mr. Valen- 
tine began his studies of scuipture 
here and later studied inder Couture 
in Paris, continuing his instruction 
in Italy and Germany. 

Although he was best known for 
his statue of Lee, some critics have 
pronounced his “Andromache and As- 
tyanax,” now in the Valentine mu- 
seum at Richmond, his masterpiece. 

His statue of Thomas Jefferson, 
at Richmond, has been widely noted, 
and two figures were cast from his 
model of Jefferson Davis, one of which 
stands at Richmond and the other at 
New Orleans. He also carved the 
statue of James J. Audubon in Au- 
dubon pare, New Orleans. 

Ane other noted figures were 
General omas J. “Stonewall” Jack- 
son, General J. BE. B. Stuart, General 
Albert Sydney Johnston and Edwin 
Booth. 

He was twice married, on Novem- 
ber 12, 1872, to Alice Churchill Rob- 
inson, who died August 23, 1883, and 
later to Katherine Cole Mayo, who 
died February 5, 1927. There were 
no children. 

Early this year the sculptor ex- 
pressed an intention of modeling a 
figure of Edgar Allan Poe, whom he 
once saw in his boyhood, but his 
failing health prevented.

Kaiser Wilhelm of Germany and pur- | 
chased by Abyssinia for $6,000. e 
coach will be drawn by splendid white 
horses imported from Hungary. driven 
by the former coachman of the Em- 
peror Francis Joseph, of Austria. 


Addis Ababa, the country’s capital, 
perched. at an altitude of two miles | 
above sea level, has undergone a com- | 
plete refitting within the past month. | 

Fifty miles of new highways have 
been built, palaces, churches. stores 
and dwellings have been hastily re- | 
modeled, and triumphal arches. elec- 
trie light displays, and pennants and | 
banners have been put up. 

Thousands of cases of foodstuffs, | 
wines, furniture, carpets and other 
material for the emperor and _ his 
guests have been brought in from 
Europe.

Near Rejuvenation Success

GRIMALDI, Italy, Oct. 19.—(UP) | | third was our discovery of the reason 


Dr. Serge Voronoff, famous for his 
‘monkey gland” rejuvenation opera- 
tions, declared today that he believed 
he was on the verge of another great 
discovery in his research to prolong 
the life of man. 

He said that he hoped by classify- 


ing the blood of monkeys used forsre- 
juvenation operations, as other scien- 
tists classify the blood of human be- 
ing for transfusion, to be able to solve 
one of the greatest difficulties which 
he and his assistants have encountered 
since he made his original discovery. 

“We have sought to discover why 
the average grafted gland#becomes in- 
operative at the end of a period vary- 
ing from three to five years,” Dr. 
Voronoff said in an interview with 
the United Press. Seated in his lab- 
oratory here at Grimaldi, the famous 
surgeon, within a stone’s throw of the 
cages in which he keep his many 
monkeys, discussed his work which 
has intrigued the imagination of the 
world. 

“Our research has been successful,” 
he continued. “We have taken the 
third step forward in rejuvenation.

“What I mean is this: When it 
hecomes necessary to perform an op- 
eration for blood transfusion, the sur- 


geons do not indiscriminately accept 
anyone that offers himself. Instead, 
as is known, blood tests are taken to 
determine what individual is likely 
to be best suited to the patient— 
which one’s blood is most suitable to 
mix with the blood of the patient. 

“It is this process of classification 
of blood that we intend to experiment 
with in performing rejuvenation op- 
erations in future. In. the past, the 
only process of elimination among 
monkeys that we used was to give 
the animals a very strict medical ex- 
amination to determine only their 
good health and freedom from dis- 
ease. 

“From now on we shall see to it 
that monkeys are used whose blood 
is best suited to the blood of the pa- 
tient. Tests on the monkey and the 
patient will be made and we will 
make our selection after we have 
studied the tests. 

“By this means, we hope that the 
life of the grafted glands will be con- 
siderably prolonged, and we believe 
the percentage of success in rejuvena- 
tion operations will be considerably 
increased.” 

Dr. Voronoff said it was too early 
for definite centainty of his new the- 
ory, but that he thought the blood 
tests would “solve the problem.”

ATHENS, Ga., Oct. 19.—At a meet- 


ing of the executive committee of the 


trustees of the Georgia State College 
of Agriculture, held in the office of 
Dr. Andrew M. Soule, president of 
the institution, Saturday, an expendi- 
ture of approximately $15,000 for of- 
fice furniture and laboratory equip- 
ment to take care of the increased en- 
rollment was decided upon. ‘To date, 
approximately 1,100 students have 
been enrolled for the year, which rep- 
resents an increase of over 50 per 
cent over last year, according to Dr. 
Soule. About 700 of these students 
are now on the campus, the remaining 
number of the year’s enrollment was 
during the fourth term which ended 
recently. 


Some of the improvements to be ef- 
fected immediately are an automatic 
churn for the dairying department of 
the animal husbandry division to cost 
$1,800; the spending of $1,000 on the 
poultry plant; and $1,000 for equip- 
ment in the veterinary medicine divi- 
sion. 

While in Athens the executive com- 
mittee made an inspection of the 
campus and buildings and reported 
everything to be in excellent condition. 

The committee also went on record 
as saying that they were in harmony 
with the arrangements which _ the 
Georgia State College of Agriculture 


has worked out in connection with 
the banking and other organizations. 
for the promotion of a well-balanced 
rogram of agriculture for the state. 
n this connection they discussed the 
posisble formation of a tobacco co- 
operative in order to handle the mar- 
keting of next year’s crop more effi- 


ciently. 
Hardman Presides, 

Governor L. G. Hardman, chairman 
of the committee, called the meeting. 
Other members who attended were A. 
S. Chamlee, Bartow; L. L. MceMul- 
len, Hartwell; and Dr. Soule. 

Resignations of the following facul- 
ty members were passed upon: Pro- 
fessor S. P. Lyle, head of the engin- 
eering division; Professor J. H. Wood, 
head of the poultry division; Miss 
Susie Burson, associate professor of 
home economics in charge of teacher 
training; Kenneth E. Litton, sheep 
specialist in the animal husbandry 
ivision; and Friar Thompson, re- 
search worker in the horticultural 
division. 

Without exception, those resigning

Soule.

Litton is to be connected with the 
Virginia State College of Agriculture ; 
Miss Burson takes the position as 
state supervisor of home economics in 
North Carolina; and Mr. Thompson 
is to work with some commercial or- 
ganization.
